SMALLPOX APPEARS 
IN ALBERTA 


There ig still considerable smallpox 
in the province, it is reported by the 
provincial board of health. Thirty 
cases developed at Swan River last 
month, but prompt measures were tak- 
en and the epidemic is believed to be 
under control. On the Little Prairie 
and Kinuso Indian reserves an out- 
break among the natives is being 
dealt with by the dominion health 
authorities, 

Individual cases and local centres 
of infection all over the province are 
reported in addition to these out- 
breaks in the north. All the cases are 
sald to be of a mild type, but the 
health experts say they may at any 
time become serious is not properly 
and promptly handled. Five deaths 
from smallpox occurred in’ the pro- 
vince last year, ‘ 

The only way to safeguard the pub- 
lic and to guard against a possible 
spread of the disease, suys Dr. W. C 
Luidlaw, chairman‘of the board, is to | 
vaccinate, and this measure is. being 
urged upon all the local boards and 
upon the public in general,
